WAR BETWEEN COLORED FACTIONS—THRE
SEYERAYL, PERSONS WOUNDED,
From the Charleston (S. C.) News, Aug. 17.
On Saturday we published a brief account of
he beginning of a riot between the opposing negro
foctigns in Georgetown. Since then additional par-
ticulars have been received. The town at the last
sccounts was entirely at the mercy and in the pos-

. sesaion of a mob of mad negro savages who wero

phooting_ at each other with tho greatest possible
gusto. A few words of explanation will enable the

people of this civilized country to understand the |
situation, and to appreciate the beauties of radical
. reformation in this State. The Republican Party in

Georgetown County is composed of ignorant negroes.

. Ono faction is led by W. H. Jones, a noisy megro,

who holds the position of State Sepator until 1876,

. but who seems to be desirous of perpetuating his

pblitical power with a prospective eye to the office

 of Adjutant General of the State, which office is to

be filled in the coming election. The opposing fac-
tion 1s Jed by James A. Bowley, a member of the
Jast Honse of Representatives and Chairman of the
Ways and Means Committeee, who, in two years,
mads a bandsome fortune of §50,000 or £60,000 on
a salary of €600 a year. DBowley uses
his money in the fcampaign, and Jones, who

' seems not to be quite so flush, bnt who is Coloael of

the Militia, uses the guns, so that the sinews of war
seem to be sbout equally divided. What position

. the two leaders occupy in relation to the Guberna-

torial canvass does not seem to be very clearly un.

. derstood. DBoth have been bellowing very loudly

. for reform, but which one wants to retorm wit
Moses, or which one to reform with Chamberlain,
bas not yet been ascertained.

Thismorning the Sheriff, aided by the Militia,had been
arresting everyone connected witb this riotous pro-
ceeding. The leading scoundrel, Dowley, is now in

jail, together with several others. Woodbury, one
of our colored wardens, who was also in the row, ran

off to North Island, and np to this time hie has not

: been caaght. I believe I express the #wish of every

decent white and coiored man in ths town when I
gay that it is one hope that Bowley and ©his misera-
ble crowd (especially Bowley) may spend a sweet
time in the peniteniiary. The town (even while I
am writing) is in a greal excitement. Everybodyis
on the go. I forgat to mention that they fired four
shots at the United States mail ; also their intention

bemng to kill Congressman Rainey, he being expected
to arrjve last night by the mail stage.

ANOTHER ACCOQUXNT—THE TOWN AT THE

MERCY OF THIZ MOB.
GEORGETOWX, S. C., Ang. 14,

For the last two or three days Georgetown
has been the scena of the most outrageous disorder
snd confusion. The negroes, formed in twe parties,
under the leadership, the one of Senator W. H. Jones
and the other of Representative James A. Bowley,
bave been waging a fierce figsht against each other.
Guns and pistols have been freely used, and one or
two persons mortally wounded. Armed squads of
negroes have been patroling the streets, shouting
and cargsing. The peace of the town has been most
violently distarbed, and there is every prospect of &

danrerous riot. Last night, abont 1 o’clock, the
dwelling-house of Senator Jomes was attacked ard
fired into by a crowd of Bowiey men. The bmldin
was completely riddled with shol, and severa
persons ide were wocunded. The firing con-
tinued at intervals from about 12 o’clock to 4 o’clock.
Loud volleys at times were heard, and the whole
community wers alarmed. Negroes from the coun-
try, all well armed with plantation muskets, ho

es
and rice-gickles, are now flocking into town from all |

quarters, screaming and hallooing, furious with ex-
citement. Our inefficient county officers are power-
leas to quell the disturbance. Thers is no telling
when the riot will end, or what fearfnl consequences

An
armed erowd is not easily guelled, and when that
crowd consists of ignorant, brutal, highly excited
half savagze negroes, there is more difficulty and
great danger. Their savagze impetuosity will lead
them on beyond the object of their gathering, until
they stop only when they have gone too far. This
is what we have tofear. Yo here can only be pro-
pared for the worst. This is a feature of Republi-
can Government.

On Saturday morningl; when our informant
left, there was less rioting, but the excitement was
intense and the anxiety on the part of the white cit-
izens very great. It is reported that an attempt will
be made toturn ont the officer in charge of the
armory and arsenal in the town, and place in charze
another man who will allow the guns and smmuni-
tion to bp used. Jones seemsatp bave Gav. Moses on
his side, for, abont tvo weeka ago, some of his riot-
ers were arrested and bound over to trial bv a Trial
Justice named C. R. Anderson. For this diacharge
of his duty Jones went to Columbia and procured
from Moses the removal of Anderson, and the ap-
Eomtment of & man named J. Harvey Jones, who has
een loafing around the county for some time.
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
